BEATEN  TO  THE  PUNCH 
LONDON,  Sept.  11  (CP).— German  dive  boniliers 
and  long-range  guns  united  tonight  in  a  heavy  bom- 
bardment of  the  English  coast  to  protect  Nazi  ships 
manpeuvring  in  the  Channel  in  appatrent  preparation 
for  the  expected  attempt  to  invade  Briutn  —  but 
Britain  beat  the  enen^y  to  the  punch. 

The  Admiralty  announced  that  lipht  British  naval  forces 
had  begun  "strong  and  repeated  offensive  action  against  Naii 
shipping  movamanta  and  ports  which  are  vital  to  Hitler  llM 
event  of  an  attempt  to  invade  England."

was  Mr.  James  W  Gerard,  who  was  ambassador 
to  Germany  for  the  United  States  during  the 
opening  ytars  of  the  Great  War.  It  is  of  interest 
to  recall  some  of  the  things  he  told  Victorians, 
because  they  show  how  the  mentality  of  the 
Germans  remains  what  it  was  and  how  the  ambi- 
tions of  Hitlerlsm  are  alcln  to  thoM  entertained  by 
the  former  Kaiser  Mr  Gerard,  who  from  his  posi- 
tion in  Berlin  had  good  reason  to  know,  said  in 
that  the  Germans  had  started  out  to  con- 
quer the  world  and  that  '  they  very  nearly  did  It," 
He  recalled  a  talk  he-  had  with  the  Kaiser  In 
October,  1915.  when  the  Oermtn  ruler  "put  his 
-face  about  three  inches  from  mine  nud  said:  'I 
shall,  stand  no  nonsense  from  America  after  thks 
war'.'^  He  told  of  how  Admiral  von  Ttrpits*had 
Issued  a  manifesto  to  his  adherents  in  which  he 
said:  "We  must  keep  the  coast  of  Flanders,  be- 
cause w«  need  it  to  make  war  on  England  and 
America"-  "We  must  take  up  this  submarine 
war,  and  In  two  or  three  months  we  will  bring 
England  to  her  knees,  an'd  as  a  condition  of 
saving  England  from  starv.ition  we  will  accept 
the  British  Fleet,  and  then  with  that  fleet  we 
wlU  saU  to  the  United  SUtes  and  eolteet  from 
that  fat,  cowardly  nation  tht  cxpcntot  of  the 
war." 

At  the  time  Mr.  Gerard  issued  a  warning 
against  a  "German  peace."  In  this  he  was  pro- 
phetic in  .saying:  "It  will  be  Impossible  ever 
again  to  put  together  adch  a  league  of  nations 
against  the  Prussian  military'" autocracy, 
they  hope  to  nvake  a  peace  which  will  enable 
them  to  detach  somrof  the  Allies,  to-brtng  some 
of  the  Allies  perhaps  over  to  their  side,  and  then 

"  commence  this  over  again;  once  more  start  for 
the  rule  and  conquest  of  the  world,  prepare 
themselvet  In  the  light  of  their  expedience  in 
thl.'  war  ■  That  Is  exactly  what  lias  happened.
